Families Who Care, a 
group of mothers with 
children and adults with 
disabilities, says the Alber¬ 
ta government has lagged 
behind other provinces in 
providing competitive 
wages for support staff. 


Downey said the low 
wages have created large 
staff turnovers in the sys¬ 
tem, a problem that is hav¬ 
ing an effect on clients.

Accused killer Brad Cooper 
is at the beginning of a 
long legal battle, and could 
face the death penalty if 
convicted of his Edmonton- 
born wife’s murder.

“It’s hard to keep one’s 
spirits up when they’re in 
jail without bond,” Blum 
said.

Grits want health care police

Alberta’s Liberals are 
asking the Tory 
government to create an 
enforcement team to 
ensure health care staff do 
everything they can to pre¬ 
vent patients from being 
exposed to infectious 
diseases. 

“What good are standards 
if they are not enforced?” 
said Liberal Leader Kevin 
Taft in a news conference 
yesterday. 

Taft’s comments come 
one day after health offi¬ 
cials in High Prairie discov¬ 
ered 2,700 patients there 
could have been exposed to 


HIV and other blood-born 
diseases as staff re-used sy¬ 
ringes through intravenous 
lines on multiple patients 
since the 1990s. 

“We have police to en¬ 
force speeding laws, we 
have meat inspectors to en¬ 
sure our meat is safe ...” 
said Taft. 

“Why don’t we have a 
mechanism in place to 
make sure safe health pro¬ 
cedures are enforced?” 

Taft says a health enforce¬ 
ment team, that could in¬ 
clude a staff of 20, will do a 
cost-effective job at prevent¬ 
ing incidents, including 
catching sterilization fail¬ 
ures like those that oc¬ 
curred in Vegreville in 2007. 

The province had a simi-

“There would be a signifi¬ 
cant cost associated with 
that,” said Liepert about the

The head of Alberta’s 
largest union, meanwhile, 
says no blame should be put

Tougher times linked to rise in crimes against strangers

The apparent robbery-moti¬ 
vated murder of a 77-year- 
old man Sunday is the type 
of violent crime that Edmon¬ 
tonians should get used to, a 
local criminologist says. 

Lawrence Nicholas Bosialc 


was shot and killed on Sun¬ 
day night between the first 
and second floor landings in 
the stairwell of his Clare- 
wood Apartments building 
on 37 Street and 137 Avenue. 

Police aren’t confirming 
a motive for the murder, 
but speculation says it was 
a botched robbery. 

Autopsy results confirm 


that Bosialc was shot to 
death. 

“In light of what’s been 
happening in the past two 
months or so, there are 
more of these types of things 
occurring because of the 
tightening of the money 
supply,” said criminologist 
Bill Pitt. “People resort to 
robberies to feed their drug 


habits as they become more 
desperate and they look for 
soft, unprotected targets, 
like 77-year-old men that are 
coming back from the 
store.” 

Pitt says that ‘stranger’ 
homicides are generally un¬ 
common, as 80 per cent of 
murders are committed by 
people acquainted with the 


victim, or someone they 
know intimately. 

Police are seeking a per¬ 
son of interest in the Rozialc 
death. The man is described 
as in his late twenties or ear¬ 
ly thirties, with a dark com¬ 
plexion, skinny build, and 
patchy goatee, last seen 
wearing a dark blue sweater 
and light-coloured pants.

Free speech isn’t free

f you’re mad as hell at 
the media, you won’t 
want to miss The Me¬ 
dia’s Right to Offend: 
Exploring Legal and 
Ethical Limits on Free 
Speech if you happen to be 
near the University of 
King’s College in Halifax 
this Saturday. 

I mean, it’s no charge 
and they’re even offering 
lunch. 

Maybe you’d rather 
spend Saturday at the den¬ 
tist, but as a serial offend¬ 
er, it’s too bad I won’t be 
there — can’t be too care¬ 
ful in the wake of the or¬ 
deal of Mark Steyn and 
Maclean’s magazine before 
the B.C. Human Rights Tri¬ 
bunal. 


Steyn is a media offend¬ 
er, a very good one; albeit 
so far right he makes Sarah 
Palin look like a liberal. He 
wrote a book called Ameri¬ 
ca Alone about how Mus¬ 
lims are intent upon global 
domination and will 
achieve it through sheer 
determination to repro¬ 
duce. Demographically, the 
West is doomed. Maclean’s 
printed an excerpt head¬ 
lined: Why the Future Be¬ 
longs to Islam. 

Interesting piece, but the 
fallout is even more inter¬ 
esting. The Canadian Is¬ 
lamic Congress had a snit, 
then went shopping until 
it found a tribunal willing 
to hear its complaint that 
the article exposed Mus¬ 
lims to hatred and con¬ 
tempt because of their reli¬ 
gion. 

Turned away by Ontario, 
the CIC went to B.C., where 
it found a willing ear. No 
matter that Maclean’s is 
published in Toronto. No 
matter that Maclean’s right 
to offend is enshrined in 


the Canadian Charter of 
Rights; here on the Left 
Coast we defend eveiy- 
one’s right to complain, ad 
infinitum. 

On Oct. 10, two years af¬ 
ter the offending issue hit 
the stands, the B.C. tribu¬ 
nal issued its decision: The 
article may cause readers 
to fear Muslims, but that’s 
not the same as hatred or 
contempt. Case dismissed. 

So speech in Canada is 
still free, eh? Nuh-uh. Con¬ 
sider. It took a whack of 
lawyers for Maclean’s to 
get Steyn off the hook. The 
tribunal held a week-long 
hearing in June, then is¬ 
sued a 37-page decision 
that deconstructs eveiy tit¬ 
tle and jot. 

Why would any sane 
publisher invite that kind 
of scrutiny? 

Remind me not to write 
about Muslims ... or for 
that matter, utter any “any 
statement, publication, no¬ 
tice, sign, symbol, emblem 
or other representation 
that... is likely to expose a 


person or a group or class 
of persons to hatred or con¬ 
tempt.” 

The authors of the rele¬ 
vant section of the code 
may have been targetting 
neo-Nazis, not Mark Steyn, 
who is only neo-conserva¬ 
tive. But like most other 
well-meaning attempts to 
regulate freedom of ex¬ 
pression, it serves to lower 
the temperature around 
newsrooms, and media of¬ 
fenders risk severe frost¬ 
bite if we dare to take on 
anything more controver¬ 
sial than the price of tea in 
China. On second thought 
... tea, China, maybe not. 

So, if you’re worried 
about missing The Media’s 
Right to Offend, relax... 
and rest assured that our 
right to offend has been se¬ 
verely curtailed. 

But then again, you’ll 
miss lunch.

Since September, iconic 
Day of the Dead decora¬ 
tions have been appear¬ 
ing throughout Mexico’s 
streets and stores. It’s 
more than a marketing 
exercise, though — Mex¬ 
icans take this holiday 
seriously. 

Every year on Nov. 1 
and 2, Mexican families 
take time out to remem¬ 
ber, pray for, and host the 
spirits of loved ones who 
have passed away. Here’s 
what happens: 

On those days, grave¬ 
yards become full of the 


living. It’s like a party; visi¬ 
tors decorate the graves 
and tombs, and bring flow¬ 
ers, balloons — even Mari- 
achis — with them. 

In many little towns 
(pueblitos) the celebra¬ 
tions last into the night, 
and the graves are beauti¬ 
ful surrounded by candles 
and offerings. 

There are actually two 
days of the dead: The first 
one, celebrated on Nov. 1, 
is just for the “little 
deads” — the kids; the 
second, on Nov. 2, is for 
the grown-ups. 

The annual celebration 
is the second biggest day 
for flower sales, out-pur¬ 
chased only by Mother’s

Day. The cempasuchitl, a 
sort of marigold, is a 
poular choice people use 
as an “ofrendas” made at 
the grave. The night be¬ 
fore the Day of the Dead, 
you should leave an ofren- 
da that includes the four 
elements for your de¬ 
ceased loved ones, other¬ 
wise they will not be wait¬ 
ing for you when you die. 

Air is represented by 
the intense perfume of 
the cempasuchitl flowers 
— also known as the- 
Flower of the Dead — that 


will lead the dead ones to 
the ofrenda, and by paper 
streamers that make a 
nice noise in the wind. 

Earth is symbolized by 
food and fruit, while fire 
is represented by candles 
that light the route for de¬ 
ceased loved ones to find 
their way back to you. 

Water is left to quench 
the thirst of the deceased, 
who will need a drink af¬ 


ter their long journey — 
and a sampling of their 
favourite tequila is usual¬ 
ly also appreciated. 

A picture of the dead, 
and all the things they en¬ 
joyed in life, from Playsta¬ 
tions to comics, is also 
left so the deceased will 
feel at home. 

People will traditionally 
give you a sugar or choco¬ 
late skull with your name 


on it that you can eat af¬ 
ter the holiday. 

You may also receive a 
humorous rhyming poem 
called a “calavera” (skull). 
It’s a personalized ode, 
that ends in your being 
killed off by Death, who 
will be referred to by one 
of his many synonyms: 
the skinny, the cold, the 
bony, the “tilica” or the 
“Catrina,”

Hoia-Baciu Forest, 

Romania 

The Hoia-Baciu Forest, 
located a few kilometers 
outside of Cluj Napaca in 
Romania, is rumoured to 
be a hot bed of unexplain¬ 
ed activity. 

Dubbed the Bermuda Tri¬ 
angle of Transylvania, it 
first gained international 
attention in 1968, when 
biologist Alexandra Sift 
captured a photo of a disc¬ 
shaped UFO. Since then, 
UFOs, apparitions, lumi¬ 
nescent orbs, nocturnal 
lights and other unusual 
phenomena continue to be 
reported in this area. Trees 


that were normal a few 
years ago are now warped 
and gnarled, something 
that many say, is a clear 
sign of an apparition. Peo¬ 
ple who spend extended 
periods of time in the for¬ 
est claim to experience 
anxiety, insomnia, exces¬ 
sive thirst, nausea, vomit¬ 
ing and headaches. 

Witches Market, Bolivia

walk vendors of Avenida 
Sagarnaga, the Mercado de 
las Brujas (the Witches 
Market) is where Bolivians 
come to buy all their ritu¬ 
alistic needs: amulets, 


herbs, ceramic charms and 
tools of the occult. There 
are no little green Martian 
men here, but you will 
find a most unusual sou¬ 
venir — dried llama fetus¬ 
es. Bolivians bury them un¬ 
der the foundation of their 
new homes for good for¬ 
tune. 

Though Bolivia is prima¬ 
rily a Catholic country, the 
popular religion is a blend 
of Christian ideology and 
pre-Colombian indigenous 
rituals. To this day, bless¬ 
ings and burning cere¬ 
monies are an important 
part of eveiyday Bolivian 
culture — witch or not. 


Honey Island Swamp, 
Louisiana 

Not sure if it was the 
poisonous snakes or the al¬ 
ligator-infested waters, but 
there was definitely some¬ 
thing mysterious about 
Louisiana’s swamp lands. 
There have been eyewit¬ 
ness reports of a seven- 
foot-tall Bigfoot- type crea¬ 
ture that lives in the area.

The hood scoop and wheels are the 
first clue that this isn’t just any Dodge 
Caliber. It’s the 2008 Caliber SRT4, 
with 285 hp and 265 Ib/ft of torque. 


Caliber, tweaked it with a 
turbocharger, high-perfor¬ 
mance suspension, huge 
brakes, 19-inch wheels and 
dressed it up with scoops 
and a rear spoiler, all for a 
starting price of $24,995. 

With these modifications, 
your normal Caliber econo¬ 
my hatch now goes from 0- 
96 km/h in just over six sec¬ 
onds. A quarter-mile time is 
estimated at 13.6 seconds. 

In the SRT4, the 2.4-litre in- 
tercooled turbo inline four- 
cylinder engine is mated 
with a six-speed Getrag man¬ 
ual transmission. No auto¬ 
matic transmission is offered, 
so if a high-performance ma¬ 
chine is your desire, be pre¬ 
pared to shift manually. 

My tester included an SRT 
option package ($925) and 
special SRT wheels ($250). 
With a destination charge 
of $1,200, the car was listed 
at $27,470. 

However, if you hurry 
you might be able to do 
better than that. I recently 
saw a loaded 2008 SRT4 ad¬ 
vertised for $21,795 as 
dealers start to clear out 
the 2008s to make room

for incoming 2009 models. 

In the SRT4, the four-wheel 
independent suspension is 
specially tuned and lowered. 
It features unique springs, 
front and rear anti-sway bars 
and twin-tube dampers. Trac¬ 
tion control is standard. 

On the braking side, Bosch 
dual piston calipers in a bril¬ 
liant red colour are at the 
front along with huge 340 
mm (13.4 inch) discs and 
functional cooling ducts. At 
the rear are 300 mm (11.8 
inch) discs. 

To get the power to right 
places in this front-drive ve-

hide, the SRT4 has a spe¬ 
cially-engineered Electronic 
Stability Program (ESP) 
with Brake Lock Differen¬ 
tial (BLD) technology to 
transfer torque to the drive 
tire with the most traction. 

Inside, the basic Caliber 
interior has been modified 
with special SRT4 embroi¬ 
dered front seats that are 
deeply bolstered and simi¬ 
lar to those found on the 
$100K Dodge Viper. 

You also get a centre- 
mounted tach, 300 km/h

From the cockpit, vision 
ahead on the highway is 
fairly good due to the vehi¬ 
cle’s high stance. However, 
the deep dashboard makes 
it difficult to judge just 
where the car’s front end 
begins, making parking a 
bit of a chore. 

Minor quibbles aside, I 
can’t think of another car on 
the market that offers the 
same combination of power 
and performance at a price 
under $25K.

It’s understandable why 
remakes are being 
cranked out — the movies 
have a built-in audience 
thanks to brand loyalty — 
but that doesn’t change 
the fact that all the Texas 


Chainsaw Massacres and 
Grudge Xeroxes are taint¬ 
ing the memory of the 
originals. 

Here are some particu¬ 
larly frustrating remakes 
coming to screens in the 
months ahead: 

• Friday The 13th (Febru- 
aiy 2009): Hockey mask 
connoisseur Jason 

Voorhees has already been 


killing horny teens in 
eleven films, yet he is be¬ 
ing resurrected to crank 
out a remake. I can’t help 
but wonder how Jason will 
find new and interesting 
ways to slaughter talent- 
starved young actors when 
he already has more than 
100 kills under his belt. 

• Last House On The Left 
(March 2009): It seems like 


Wes Craven’s entire back 
catalogue is in develop¬ 
ment for “re-imagining.” 
The most surprising of 
these projects has to be 
Last House On The Left, a 
1972 rape-revenge horror 
that still can’t be shown 
uncut in Britain. Despite 
the endless controversy, 
the film is about to be re¬ 
dressed for new audiences. 


• A Nightmare On Elm 
Street (2010): Craven’s 
1984 horror became an in¬ 
stant classic for it’s bril¬ 
liant conceit of a murderer 
who hunts teens in their 
dreams. Freddy quickly be¬ 
came a cultural icon, with 
countless sequels. There’s 
no denying that the suc¬ 
cess of the film came down 
to two major players: 
Craven and star Robert 
England. Neither is in¬ 
volved in the remake. 
With any luck, audiences 
won’t be either. 

• Let The Right One In 
(TBA): Tomas Alfredson’s 
brilliant teenage vam¬ 
pire/coming of age movie 
hits Canadian theatres on 
Friday, but a Hollywood re¬ 
make is already underway 
with Cloverfield director 
Matt Reeves in charge. One 
of the most original and 
surprisingly touching hor¬ 
ror movies in years, it’s dif¬ 
ficult to imagine a remake 
capturing the spirit of the 
original. I predict Dakota 
Fanning miscast in the 
lead role — and two hours 
of sleeping in the theatre 
from me.

pleaded guilty to battery in 
California for pulling 
down a teenage girl’s top 
in a sports bar. 

Dick, 42, was No. 6 on 
the list with a creep factor 
of 44 and an appeal rating 
of just 17. He was preced¬ 
ed in the No. 5 spot by ra¬ 
dio shock jock Howard 
Stern with a creepiness rat¬ 


ing of 45 and popular ap¬ 
peal of just 13.

Then there are others,

in court Actor Keanu 
Reeves told a Los Angeles 
court yesterday he did not 
knock down a paparazzo 
photographer to avoid 
having his picture taken, 
saying the man stumbled 
while walking backward. 

Reeves testified for about 
an hour in the civil lawsuit 
brought against him by the 
photographer, who 
claimed he had lost 
earnings because of 
injuries to his wrist in the 
March 2007 incident. 

Reeves, 44, was pulling 
away from the curb in his 
Porsche outside a home in 
the Ranchos Palos Verdes 
area when “in a sudden, er¬ 
ratic and dangerous man¬ 
ner, (he) drove forward and 
struck” photographer Ali¬ 
son Silva, according to the 
photographer’s lawsuit. 

Silva said Reeves had 
been visiting his sister. 

But Reeves said he was 
certain the only time his 
car made contact with Sil¬ 
va was when the paparazzo 
bent over and put his hand 
on the hood of his car. He 
then began stepping back¬ 
ward and fell. reuters

The poor economy and the 
lingering effects of the Hol¬ 
lywood writers’ strike is 
giving struggling shows a 
second chance they might 
otherwise not have gotten, 
according to a story by the 
Hollywood Reporter. 

Of course, you already 
knew that if you’d read this 
column last week (nyah 
nyah nyah), but it’s one of 
those factoids of glaring ob¬ 
viousness, so I’ll give them 
a pass this time. “No execs 
would talk on the record,” 
said the Reporter, which 
means bingo, bullseye and 
boo-yah in Hollywood cal¬ 
culus, and the story went 
on to elaborate that “the 
economic crisis, combined 
with the cost of marketing 
a new series, the lack of 
new programming invento¬ 


ry because of the WGA 
strike and the anticipated 
difficulty of locking down 
new advertiser commit¬ 
ments, has networks in¬ 
clined to play it safe.” 

The three shows high¬

Lamb Kebabs with 
Greek Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) extra virgin olive 
oil 

2 large garlic cloves, crushed 
juice of 1/2 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) chopped fresh 
oregano 

1 (16 oz / 450 g) boneless leg 
of lamb, trimmed of visible fat 
and diced 2 cm thick 

4 whole-wheat pita breads, cut 
into triangles, to serve 
Greek-style yogurt to serve 
(optional) 

GREEK-STYLE SALAD: 

6 tomatoes, thickly sliced 
1 red onion, finely chopped 
1 baby or small white cabbage, 
about 220 g, core removed and 
thinly shredded 

5 tbsp (75 mL) chopped fresh 
mint 

1/4 cucumber, halved and thin¬ 
ly sliced 

Juice of 1/2 lemon 

1 tbsp (15 mL) extra virgin olive 

oil 


METHOD: 

1. Preheat the broiler or heat a 
ridged cast-iron grill pan. Put 
olive oil, garlic, lemon juice 
and oregano in a bowl and stir 
to combine. Add lamb and 
turn until well coated. Thread 
the cubes on to 4 skewers. 

2. Cook lamb under the broiler 
or in the pan for about 7-8 
minutes or until tender, turn¬ 
ing frequently. Toward the end 
of cooking, warm pita bread 
under the broiler. 

3. Place all salad ingredients in 
a bowl. Toss gently. Serve 
kebabs with salad, pita bread 
and yogurt, if using.
